2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

U.S. Patent No. 5,498,823 (hereinafter referred to as Noble et al) is considered the closest 
prior art. Noble et al teach a method for effectively separating an unsaturated hydrocarbon from 
a feedstock containing at least two similar unsaturated hydrocarbons comprising passing the 
feedstock over one side of an ionopore membrane including perfluoro sulfonic acid membrane 
and recovering from a second side of membrane permeate containing predominantly one of the at 
least two similar unsaturated hydrocarbons (see abstract; col. 2, lines 30-49; col. 3, lines 39-50; 
col. 4, lines 18-32). However, Noble et al neither teaches or suggests the step of separating 
sulfur compounds from a hydrocarbon mixture using an ionic membrane wherein sulfur 
compounds of hydrocarbon mixture is selectively permeated through the membrane forming 
sulfur-rich permeate and sulfur-lean retentate.
